Ladies  and  Gentlemen. 

I submit  my  annual  report  on  the  health  of  the  county  and 
the  work  of  the  health  services  of  the  County  Council  for  the  vear  1950. 

Births  : — The  number  of  live  births  and  birth-rate,  at  16,132 
and  17.8  per  1,000  estimated  mid-year  population  respectively,  con- 
tinue to  decline.  The  stillbirth  rate  is  substantially  unchanged  and 
is,  as  hitherto,  higher  for  illegitimate  than  for  legitimate  births. 

Infant  Mortality  : — The  death-rate  among  infants  continues 
to  decline  steadily.  For  1950  it  was  40  per  1,000  live  births  against 
44  for  last  year.  Comparison  of  the  rates  for  portions  of  the  first 
year  of  life  in  1945  and  1950  shows  that  the  fall  has  been  least  in  the 
first  week  of  life  when  congenital  causes,  prematurity,  and  birth 
injury  exert  their  maximum  effect  and  greatest  in  the  remaining 
three  weeks  of  the  first  month  of  life.

Maternal  Mortality  : — The  maternal  mortality  rate  showed 
a further  slight  fall  to  1.21  per  1,000  total  births. 

Infectious  Diseases  — The  incidence  of  scarlet  fever  though 
lower  than  last  year  is  still  high,  and  a substantial  proportion  are 
still  being  treated  in  hospital.  There  were,  however,  no  deaths  from 
this  disease.  Cases  of  diphtheria  continue  to  diminish  in  number 
and  the  figure  of  83  for  1950  is  the  lowest  recorded.  There  were 
again  only  four  deaths. 

For  the  fourth  year  in  succession  there  was  no  mortality 
from  typhoid  or  paratyphoid  infections.  Acute  poliomyelitis,  though 
it  reached  epidemic  proportions,  did  not  strike  so  heavily  as  in  1947. 
There  were  142  cases  with  10  deaths.  At  the  same  time  meningococcal 
meningitis  showed  a slight  increase.  Acute  pneumonia,  the  most 
serious  of  the  infections  as  a cause  of  mortality  was  responsible  for 
1,117  cases  and  331  deaths.  Whooping  cough  was  more  prevalent 
than  it  has  been  for  eight  years  and  accounted  for  12  deaths.  Measles 


too  was  very  prevalent.  This  disease,  which  formerly  tended  tc 
manifest  a terminal  winter  incidence,  has,  in  the  last  few  years  had  it 
maximum  incidence  annually  in  the  late  spring. 

Tuberculosis  : — The  death-rate  from  pulmonary  tuberculosLjjj 
in  the  county  reached  a new  low  level  of  0.39  per  1,000  populatior™ 
compared  with  the  previous  lowest — 0.47 — in  1949.  New  casesij 
coming  to  light  by  primary  notification  were  represented  by  a rated 
of  1.167  per  1,000  population.  This  latter  rate  has  been  higher  ini 
the  la.st  five  years  than  previously,  probably  as  a result  of  more  inn 
tensive  search  for  cases  in  the  earlier  stages  of  the  disease.  The  inci 
dence  of,  and  death  rate  from,  non-respiratory  forms  of  the  disease-! 
both  reached  new  low  levels  in  1950. 

Domestic  Help  Service  : — The  demand  for  this  service  con  n 
tinued  to  expand  rapidly  and  it  was  found  necessary  to  make  ad 
ditions  to  the  supervisory  staff. 

Midwifery , Home  Nursing  and  Health  Visiting  : — ThcJ 
midwifery  and  home  nursing  services  have  been  adequately  main-i^ 
tained.  On  the  other  hand,  the  health  visiting  service  has  sufferec 
severely  from  the  shortage  of  trained  health  visitors.  This  shortage^ 
combined  with  the  new  responsibilities  placed  on  the  service,  hast 
complicated  the  work  of  the  health  visitors  and  has  made  the  effective 
maintenance  of  the  service  a matter  of  concern  to  the  administrative 
staff. 

Ambulance  Service  The  load  on  this  service  has  continuee 
to  grow  and  there  is  as  yet  little  evidence  of  its  becoming  stabilised  i 
On  the  basis  of  mileage  the  increase  by  comparison  with  1949  was 
over  39-  per  cent. 

I take  advantage  again  of  the  annual  opportunity  to  express) 
my  thanks  to  the  members  of  my  staff  not  only  for  their  assistance 
in  the  preparation  of  this  report  but  for  the  help  throughout  the  yean: 
in  the  work  of  the  Health  Department.

— The  number  of  welfar.i 
centres  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  90. 

Dental  Clinics. — Four  clinics  were  in  operation  during  the  yeani 
and  in  addition  a few  children  under  5 years  were  treated  by  tb 
school  dental  officers  in  Stockton-on-Tees. 

Ante-Natal  Clinics. — Sessions  were  held  at  87  centres. 

Post-Natal  Clinics. — -At  the  end  of  the  year  the  number  of  centre 
at  which  post-natal  sessions  were  held  had  decreased  to  28.  At  centre 
where  numbers  do  not  justify  special  sessions  advice  is  given  at  ante 
natal  clinics.

HEALTH  CENTRES. 

As  indicated  by  the  Minister  of  Health,  the  building  situation 
Imakes  it  impossible  to  undertake  any  immediate  general  provision  of 
(health  centres.  It  may,  however,  be  found  possible  to  establish  them 
jin  new  towns  or  in  areas  containing  substantial  amounts  of  new  housing 
construction.  At  present  the  intention  is  for  a health  centre  to  be 
provided  for  a population  of  not  less  than  10,000  persons  living  in  an 
urbanised  area. 

The  establishment  of  a full  scale  health  centre  depends  upon  the 
possibility  of  group  practice  in  the  general  medical  and  general  dental 
services  and  it  may  be  some  considerable  time  before  general  agreement 
the  practitioners  is  secured  on  a scale  which  wall  make  their  pro- 
vision practicable  in  all  places  of  sufficient  size.  The  most  favourable 
opportunity  for  the  establishment  of  health  centres  occurs  in  the  new 
towns  and  in  substantial  areas  of  new  housing  and  present  efforts  are 
being  directed  to  their  provision  in  such  areas. 
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CARE  OF  MOTHERS  AND  YOUNG  CHILDREN. 

Centres. — Of  the  90  welfare  centres  in  the  administrative  count}  i 
38  are  held  in  premises  owned  or  wholly  rented  by  the  County  Council 
the  remaining  centres  being  held  in  premises,  such  as  church  halls,  on  i j 
rental  basis.

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Dental  Treatment. — During  the  year  dental  treatment  for  expectant 
and  nursing  mothers  and  young  children  continued  to  be  available  at 
the  following  four  centres. — Bishop  Auckland,  Durham  and  Houghton- 
le-Spring  (one  session  every  fortnight)  and  Horden  (one  session  every 
month). 

We  are  again  indebted  to  Messrs.  W.  Moss,  T.  H.  Smailes  and  S. 
Todd,  private  practitioners,  who  have  continued  to  provide  these 
services  on  a sessional  basis.  Young  children  were  also  treated  by  the 
school  dental  officers  in  the  Excepted  Area  of  Stockton-on-Tees. 


The  details  set  out  in  Table  6 show  that  approximately  half  as 
many  expectant  or  nursing  mothers  were  treated  in  1950  as  in  1949. 
It  is  presumed  that  more  were  able  to  obtain  treatment  under  the 
National  Health  Service  from  their  own  dentists.  A routine  dental 
examination  for  every  expectant  mother  is  desirable,  first  because 
many  cases  of  less  obvious  dental  disease  may  otherwise  be  overlooked 
quite  justifiably,  dental  disease  not  being  the  first  concern  of  a welfare 
medical  officer,  and  secondly,  because  an  opportunity  is  given  not 
only  to  advise  mothers  on  their  own  dental  health  but  to  secure  their 
early  co-operation  in  looking  after  the  dental  health  of  their  young 
children.  Under  present  conditions  it  is  quite  impossible  to  carry  out 
this  routine  dental  examination.  It  is  regretted  that  the  staff  situation 
in  the  School  Dental  Service  deteriorated  during  the  year  and  conse- 
quently no  progress  could  be  made  with  the  suggestion  made  in  the 
1949  report  that  steps  be  taken  to  secure  joint  use  with  the  Education 
Committee  of  the  resources  of  the  School  Dental  Service. 


Artificial  Sunlight  Clinics. — The  number  of  centres  equipped  with 
i ultra-violet  ray  lamps  increased  from  28  to  30  while  the  numbers 
j attending  and  the  attendances  made  decreased  by  38  and  3,003  respect- 
r ively  compared  with  1949.  Table  7 gives  details  of  treatment  given 
j at  each  clinic  during  the  year. 


E.  F.  Peile  Home,  Shotley  Bridge. — This  convalescent  home  for 
[ mothers  and  babies  is  administered  by  the  County  Council.  During 
the  year  95  mothers,  107  babies  and  206  children  were  admitted. 
The  average  duration  of  stay  of  these  cases  was  20  days  for  mothers  and 
babies  and  34  days  for  children.

Homes  or  Hostels  for  Unmarried  Mothers  and  their  Babies. — A 
HosteFat  Ramside,  Belmont,  near  Durham,  and  St.  Monnica  s Home  at 
Bishop  Auckland,  for  unmarried  mothers  and  their  babies,  are  adminis- 
tered by  the  Durham  Diocesan  Moral  Welfare  Association,  the  County 
Council  making  grants  annually  towards  their  maintenance.  Table  9 
gives  certain  information  in  connection  with  these  institutions.

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DOMICILIARY  MIDWIFERY  SERVICE. 

1 I 

The  total  number  of  midwives  who  gave  notice  of  intention  to 
practise  in  the  administrative  county  during  the  year  was  327,  which 
included  County  Council  whole-time  midwives  (156)  district  nurse- 
- midwives  (79)  midwives  employed  in  hospitals  (83)  and  those  engaged 
i ^ private  practice  (9).  At  the  end  of  the  year  145  wholetime  domi- 
ciliary midwives  were  employed  by  the  County  Council  and  63  district 
nurse-midwives  by  the  County  Nursing  Association.  It  has  not  been 
possible  to  reach  the  full  establishment  (171)  of  wholetime  domiciliary 
midwives  directly  employed  but  replacement  difficulties  have  been  less 
than  in  previous  years  largely  as  a result  of  the  efforts  of  local  housing 
authorities  to  allocate  council  houses  for  midwives. 


During  the  year  the  number  of  maternity  cases  attended  by 
domiciliary  midwives  was  10,829,  and  of  these  8,824  were  as  midwife 
and  2,005  as  maternity  nurse.  In  addition,  midwives  in  private 
practice  acted  as  midwife  and  maternity  nurse  in  96  and  84  cases 
respectively. 

The  midwives  requisitioned  medical  help  on  2,656  occasions,

With  regard  to  the  86  cases  in  which  medical  help  was  reqq 
tioned  on  account  of  rise  of  temperature,  13  were  subsequently  nott 
as  puerperal  pyrexia,  and  4 of  these  received  in-patient  hospital  ti 
ment. 

Of  the  63  cases  of  inflammation  of  the  eyes,  12  were  notified 
ophthalmia  neonatorum  and  3 received  hospital  treatment. 


Maternity  outfits  are  available  free  of  charge  for  all  domici 
confinements  and  the  number  issued  during  the  year  was  9,149. 


At  the  end  of  the  year  138  wholetime  midwives  and  56  n 
midwives  had  received  the  necessary  training  in  gas  and  air  anal 
and  185  have  been  supplied  with  the  necessary  apparatus.  The  nun 
of  cases  in  which  gas  and  air  was  administered  was  3,125. 


Arrangements  have  been  made  whereby  county  midwives  at' 
the  General  Hospital,  Newcastle-on-Tyne,  for  a period  of  one  mi 
for  post-certificate  courses. 


An  increasing  number  of  midwifery  cases  is  now  being  adm 
to  hospital  although  in  some  instances  they  are  discharged  a few 
after  delivery  and  in  consequence  require  to  be  nursed  at  home.

Of  the  notified  births,  10,559  were  reported  by  mid-- 
wives  and  5,945  by  maternity  homes  and  hospitals  and  doctors.  The?: 
health  visitors  paid  first  visits  to  16,189  infants  at  home.

Health  Visitors  Training  School. — Six  of  the  eight  students  in 
training  failed  at  the  first  examination.  Of  these  three  were  successful 
at  a subsequent  examination,  one  was  advised  on  medical  grounds-: 
not  to  continue  with  the  course,  and  two  have  not  yet  satisfied  the 
examiners.

HOME  NURSING. 

The  arrangements  with  the  Durham  County  Nursing  Association, 
under  which  the  Association  provides  a service  of  home  nurses,  was 


12  continued  throughout  the  year,  and  the  service  has  been  carried  out 
c/  satisfactorily. 
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■ Vacancies  on  the  staff  have  been  suitably  filled  and  the  shortage 
of  fully-trained  nurses  is  less  acute.  At  the  end  of  the  year  92  nurses 
were  employed  wholetime  on  home  nursing  and  74  nurses  part-time. 

The  number  of  new  patients  treated  during  the  year  was  21,601 
while  the  nurses  paid  365,558  visits  on  the  districts,  19,605  visits  t« 
nurses  clinics,  and  13,407  casual  visits. 


VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION. 


The  general  arrangements  to  secure  that  as  many  children  as  poss- 
ible are  immunised  and  vaccinated  were  continued  during  the  year. 

A pamphlet  regarding  vaccination  is  sent  to  parents  when  thei 
children  attain  the  age  of  3 months.  To  draw  attention  to  the  neeei 
for  immunisation,  leaflets  are  distributed  by  post  at  8 months  anot 
12  months,  and  to  encourage  re-inforcing  doses  at  the  age  of  4 yearr 
9 months.  The  health  visitors  are  provided  with  details  of  children! 
immunised  and  vaccinated  in  order  that  they  can  visit  children  who 
have  not  been  so  protected. 

The  total  number  of  cases  vaccinated  and  re-vaccinated  wa. 
4,563,  w'hich  is  an  increase  of  1,366  compared  with  1949.  The  number 
of  cases  who  received  primary  immunisation  was  9,740,  which  is  i 
decrease  of  1,449  compared  with  the  previous  year  ; while  the  numbe 
of  cases  who  received  re-inforcing  injections  increased  from  3,026  ii 

1949  to  5,  938  in  1950. 

Tables  14  and  15  give  details  of  the  numbers  vaccinated  anc 
immunised  in  the  County. 

AMBULANCE  SERVICE. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  statistics  given  in  Tables  17  and  18  that  th< 
Service  has  carried  159,291  cases  and  travelled  1,979,681  miles  durinp 
the  year,  an  increase  of  40,938  cases  and  478,634  miles  compared  witl. 
1949.  The  greater  part  of  the  increase  is  due  to  the  increased  demanc 
for  the  transport  of  “treatment”  cases  to  and  from  hospital  daily. 

On  1st  July  the  Service  was  called  upon  to  deal  wdth  its  first  majo 
emergency  following  a serious  accident  at  the  Consett  Iron  Works. 

Efforts  have  again  been  concentrated  on  acquiring  further  nev' 
ambulances  and  seeking  better  and  more  adequate  accommodatioi 
for  existing  vehicles,  not  always  with  complete  success. 

Most  drivers  entered  for  the  National  Safe  Driving  Competitioi 

1950  organised  by  the  Royal  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Accidents' 

«The  County  Council  decided  that  all  drivers  should  be  prohibited  from 
professional  driving  outside  duty  hours.

md  West  Hartlepool,  act  as  agent-controls  in  the  scheme.  Each 
'ontrol  is  continuously  manned  to  receive  calls  for  ambulance  transport 
md  transmit  the  necessary  instructions  to  the  head  driver  in  the 
jppropriate  unit  area.  Each  unit  area  has  an  emergency  duty  ambu- 
ance  on  a 24-hour  availability,  while  the  balance  of  the  vehicles 
operates  in  the  “general”  service  throughout  the  day. 

(, b ) Depots.- — The  number  of  depots  operating  in  the  scheme  is  19, 
comprising  15  principal  depots,  one  small  coastal  depot,  and  three 
rural  out-stations  covering  the  Weardale  and  Teesdale  valleys.  Much 
of  the  existing  accommodation  is  far  from  adequate  both  for  the  driving 
staff  and  vehicles,  many  vehicles  having  to  stand  in  the  open.  Numer- 
ous sites  have  been  inspected  and  premises  examined  with  some 
improvements  but  little  progress  has  been  made  with  regard  to  new 
building  work.  Premises  for  adaptation  have  been  purchased  at 
Wheatley  Hill,  Bishop  Auckland  and  Stanley,  sites  at  Chester-le-Street 
and  New  Herrington  have  been  earmarked  and  plans  prepared  to  build 
new  depots.  Additional  accommodation  at  Seaham  depot  has  been 
satisfactorily  negotiated  and  plans  drawn  up  for  a new  depot  at  Stockton 
while  more  suitable  garage  premises  have  been  rented  for  the  vehicles 
at  Crook,  St.  John’s  Chapel,  and  South  Cleatlam,  near  Barnard  Castle. 

(c)  Vehicles. — At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  86  ambulances  and 
2 cars  in  operation  compared  with  92  and  3 respectively  at  the  end  of 
the  previous  year.  This  decrease  is  explained  in  the  following  state-

(d)  Staff. — Headquarters. — No  additional  personnel  have  been 

appointed. 

Controls. — Each  of  the  seven  county  controls  is  manned  over  the 
twenty-four  hours  by  four  male  clerk-telephonists  working  a three- 
shift  system.  Two  members  of  the  Headquarters  staff  continue  to  act 
in  the  capacity  of  relief  clerk-telephonists  for  the  regular  men  in  case 
°f  sickness  or  other  emergency  absence  from  duty. 
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Driver- Attendants, —The  total  number  of  drivers  employed  in  t* 
Service  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  268,  an  increase  of  20  over  the  figu 
at  the  end  of  1949.  Additional  driving  staff  is  being  recruited  up 
the  maximum  authorised  establishment  of  286.

DOMESTIC  HELP  SERVICE. 

The  object  of  the  Service  is  to  provide  domestic  help  for  households 
( where  such  help  is  required  owing  to  the  presence  of  any  person  who 
Is  ill,  an  expectant  mother,  lying-in,  mentally  defective,  aged,  or  a 
>hild  not  over  school  age.”  The  need  for  the  Service  is  great  and  the 
Applications  for  assistance  continue  to  increase.  Most  home  helps 
re  employed  in  relieving  the  aged  and  infirm  thus  enabling  old  people 
/ho  would  otherwise  be  forced  to  live  institutional  lives  to  remain  in 
heir  own  homes. 

Applications  for  the  services  of  a home  help  as  well  as  being 
sceived  direct  from  applicants,  come  from  district  nurses,  health 
isitors,  almoners,  general  practitioners,  the  National  Assistance 
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Board  and  welfare  officers.  Of  the  319  applications  for  assi$t.ancee 
not  granted,  a number  was  admitted  to  hospital,  some  arranged  help 
by  relatives,  others  were  outside  the  scope  of  the  scheme,  but  most, 
stated  they  were  unable  to  pay  the  assessed  contribution. 

The  fee  for  the  service  of  a home  help  was  2/3d.  an  hour,  butt 
householders  pay  in  accordance  with  the  County  Council  assessment! 
scale  which  takes  into  account  the  income  of  the  household,  number- 
of  family  and  the  amount  paid  in  rent,  rates,  etc.  Home  helps  weree 
paid  1/1  Od.  per  hour  increasing  to  1/1  Id.  after  a years  continuous* 
service.  They  must  be  temperamentally  suitable,  have  a sound, 
knowledge  of'  domestic  work,  be  capable  of  caring  for  children  and., 
looking  after  the  comfort  of  sick  people,  although  they  are  not  expected.! 
to  undertake  nursing  duties. 


Owing  to  the  growth  of  the  service,  four  additional  assistant, 
organisers  were  appointed  during  the  year,  making  six  in  all,  anti  it  way 
still  necessary  to  seek  the  co-operation  of  the  health  visitors  from  timed 

to  time. 


Talks  on  the  service  were  given  in  eight  county  districts.

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MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICE. 

The  Mental  Health  Sub-Committee  which  meets  quarterly,  ie 
sub-committee  of  the  County  Health  Committee. 

The  medical  work  of  this  section  continues  to  be  carried  out  by  th 
Deputy  County  Medical  Officer. 
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In  addition  to  their  duties  under  the  National  Health  Service  Act, 
1946,  the  seven  duly  authorised  officers  are  also  engaged  with  certain 
v work  under  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948. 

No  administrative  duties  are  delegated  to  voluntary  associations.

TUBERCULOSIS. 

Incidence  and  Mortality. 

The  number  of  primary  notifications  of  respiratory  tuberculosis 
received  during  the  year  was  1,660  and  of  non-respiratory  tuberculosis 
:'.05  compared  with  917  and  228  respectively  in  1949  (See  Tables  23 
'jo  27).  The  figures  for  non-respiratory  tuberculosis  (94  males  and 
i 1 1 females)  are  the  lowest  on  record  but  notifications  of  respiratory 
(tuberculosis  showed  an  increase  of  143  (73  males  and  70  females).  The 
jotal  notifications  for  the  year  (1,265)  give  an  incidence  rate  for  all 
'forms  of  tuberculosis  of  1.39  per  1,000  population  compared  with  1.27 
fa  1949. 


Table  29  gives  the  number  of  deaths  from  respiratory  and  non- 
respiratory  tuberculosis  by  age  periods  and  in  the  separate  county 
i istricts  and  areas. 


The  number  of  deaths  from  respiratory  tuberculosis  has  decreased 
: y 72  (20  males,  52  females)  compared  with  last  year.  The  deaths  from 
r on-respiratory  tuberculosis  (56)  show  a decrease  of  18  and  were  fewer 
han  in  any  previous  year  for  which  records  are  available.

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS  AND 

OTHER  DISEASES. 

Tables  32  to  36  give  particulars  of  cases  of  infectious  disease 
occurring  during  the  year,  the  mortality  from  the  principal  infective 
diseases,  and  the  numbers  admitted  to  isolation  hospitals. 

Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis  [under  2 years  of  age). — The  number  of 
deaths  registered  was  45  compared  with  76  in  1949.  Death-rates  for 
these  two  years  were  0.05  and  0.08  respectively  while  the  rate  per  1,000 
births  registered  was  2.79  and  4.51  respectively. 

Influenza. — The  number  of  deaths  registered  was  114,  equal  to  a 
death-rate  of  0.12  per  1,000  population,  compared  with  73  deaths  and  a 
death-rate  of  0.08  in  1949. 
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Scarlet  Fever. — 1,693  notifications  were  received,  which  is  an  in- 
crease of  35  over  that  for  the  previous  year.  No  deaths  were  registered. 


Diphtheria. — Notifications  received  numbered  241  but  only  83 
cases  were  confirmed  and  4 deaths  recorded.  The  corresponding 
figures  in  the  previous  year  were  303,  130,  and  4 respectively. 

Enteric  or  Typhoid  Fever— 9 cases  were  reported  compared  with  5 
in  1949.  No  deaths  were  registered. 


Dysentery .—905  confirmed  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  and 
of  these  783  were  reported  from  the  North  West  part  of  the  county 

viz_ Stanley  U.D.  385,  Blaydon  U.D.  264,  Whickham  U.D.  96,  and 

Rvton  U D 38.  The  following  is  an  extract  from  the  annual  report 
of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  Stanley  U.D.  for  the  year 

1950.— 


“Incidence  in  recent  years  has  fluctuated  slightly  between  4 
and  12  cases  per  year,  the  annual  mean  for  the  nine  years  1940- 
1948  inclusive  being  7.25  cases.  After  reaching  its  lowest  level 
in  1948  it  rose  sharply  to  32  cases  in  1949  with  a further  considerable 
rise  to  385  cases  in  '1950,  the  peak  in  the  latter  year  being  m the 
month  of  April  with  a total  of  99  new  notifications. 


At  the  beginning  of  the  year  a letter  was  sent  to  each  butcher, 
food  retailer,  cafe  proprietor,  canteen  manager,  etc.,  informing 
them  of  the  prevalence  of  this  disease  and  the  necessity  of  ensuring 
a high  standard  of  hygiene  among  their  employees  in  hygienic 
methods  of  food  handling  and  wrapping. 


All  cases  were  visited  by  sanitary  inspectors  and  faeces 
specimens  taken  from  families  and  intimate  contacts  in  every  case, 
an  attempt  being  made  to  trace  the  source  of  infection  and  assist 
general  practitioners  in  confirming  the  diagnosis  and  taking  over 
from  them  the  complete  family  unit  for  further  investigation. 
While  visiting  the  home  there  was  an  opportunity  for  discussing 
the  problems  with  the  family,  giving  advice  on  preventing  the 
spread  of  the  disease  and  leaving  pamphlets  on  hygienic  food 
handling,  etc.  Cases  and  carriers  were  excluded  from  food 
handling. 

It  quickly  became  obvious  that  this  was  not  a primary  wave 
of  infection  but  an  endemic  disease  which  had  recently  become 
more  prevalent  and  was  moving  from  one  household  to  another, 
the  rate  of  spread  being  accelerated  here  and  there  by  birthday 
parties  and  communal  gatherings  at  which  sufferers  and  carriers 
of  the  organism  had  been  present.  When  cases  were  investigated 
it  was  unusual  not  to  get  a history  of  diarrhoea  in  othei  members  of 
the  family  and  contacts  spread  over  a period  of  several  weeks. 


During  the  year  46  cases  were  hospitalised — mainly  young 
children  or  those  with  associated  other  diseases.  Six  of  these  were 
not  confirmed  cases  of  Dysentery.  During  our  investigations  we 
discovered  several  cases  of  food  poisoning.

Acute  poliomyelitis. — There  was  a considerable  increase  in  the 
ber  of  cases  notified,  142  cases  (115  paralytic  and  27  non-paralytic) 
g reported  compared  with  28  in  1949.  Of  the  cases  notified  99 
rred  in  the  third  quarter  and  31  in  the  last  quarter  of  the  year, 
s were  reported  from  nearly  every  district  in  the  administrative 
,ty.  Ten  deaths  were  registered. 

Measles. — The  number  of  cases  reported  was  11,396  in  the  year 
;r  review.  Thirteen  deaths  were  registered  compared  with  3 in 
i.  The  case  rate  was  equal  to  12.5  per  1,000  population  and  the 
mortality  rate  0.11  per  cent. 

Whooping  Cough. — The  number  of  notifications  increased  from 
9 in  1949  to  3,490  during  1950,  the  case  rate  being  equal  to  3.8  per 
0 population.  There  was,  however,  a decrease  in  the  number  of 
hs  from  17  in  1949  to  12  during  the  past  year,  the  death-rate  being 
per  1,000  population  and  the  case  mortality  rate  0.34  per  cent.

Food  Poisoning. — 350  cases  were  reported  during  the  year  and  of 
number  291  were  notified  in  the  Easington  Rural  District.  Most 
rese  cases  occurred  in  the  village  of  ITorden  in  July  and  the  source 
ifection  was  quickly  and  definitely  traced  to  the  eating  of  infected 
c.  A woman  of  79  who  consumed  some  of  the  suspected  pork  died 
a post-mortem  examination  showed  that  the  death  was  due  to 
ation  by  the  causal  organism  of  the  outbreak.  A woman  of  76 
died  at  the  same  time  was  found  to  have  been  infected  with  the 
e type  of  organism  but  in  spite  of  careful  enquiry  no  connection 
i the  infected  foodstuff  could  be  found  in  her  case.

Reimbursement  of  notification  fees. — In  accordance  with  the  Nat-

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Seven  plants  were  processing  milk  in  the  county  during  the  year  ; 
1 were  licensed  to  pasteurise  undesignated  milk  and  two  were  permitted 
) use  the  special  designation  T.T.  (Pasteurised)  ; all  these  plants 
ceived  frequent  inspection. 

Four  samples  of  milk  taken  for  biological  examination  for  tubercle 
icilli  by  district  councils  proved  positive.  The  cases  were  dealt  with 
y the  Animal  Health  Division,  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 

The  Chief  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures  reported  that 
mrteen  samples  of  milk  were  found  to  be  either  deficient  in  milk  fat  or 
lowing  evidence  of  added  water.  It  was  decided  that  nine  cases 
ere  suitable  to  be  taken  before  the  Justices  ; three  were  referred  to 
le  Agricultural  Advisory  Service  ; and  in  the  other  two  cases  it  was 
lought  a caution  would  suffice.

WATER  SUPPLIES. 

During  the  year  several  district  councils  put  forward  schemes  for 
le  construction  and  improvement  of  water  supplies  in  rural  areas, 
hese  schemes  were  investigated  in  conjunction  with  the  officials 
mcerned  and  where  necessary,  suggestions  were  made  for  their 
iprovement  or  amendment. 

Low  Mill  Cottages,  Ebchester. — A proposal  was  received  from  the 
msett  Urban  District  Council  to  take  a supply  of  water  to  these 
dated  cottages  (which  have  no  water  supply  of  their  own),  at  a cost  of 
145.  The  scheme  was  approved  but  no  grant  was  allowed. 

Thornley  Village,  Tow  Law. — Further  to  the  complaint  received 
om  Tow  Law  Urban  District  Council,  with  regard  to  the  inadequate 
ater  supply  to  this  village,  the  original  scheme,  whereby  it  was  intended 
» obtain  water  from  a borehole  at  Broom  Head  Farm,  was  not  approved, 
id  an  alternative  scheme  for  augmenting  the  water  supply  to  this 
llage  from  the  Durham  County  Water  Board’s  mains  is  under  con- 
deration.

Bildershaw. — A scheme  was  put  forward  by  the  Barnard  Castle 
ural  District  Council  for  taking  a mains  supply  to  houses  and  farms 
Bildershaw.  The  scheme,  prepared  by  the  Durham  County  Water 
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Board,  provided  for  laying  4,000  yards  of  4-in.  pipes  with  valves  ane  i 
fittings,  and  included  the  installation  of  a small  booster  pump  to  raise4 
the  water  to  a tank  approximately  700  ft.  above  O.D.  1 his  scheme  was 
approved. 

Banesley  Lane,  Ravensworth. — A complaint  was  received  from  thn 
Land  Drainage  Sub-Committee  regarding  the  unsatisfactory  water- 
supply  to  several  farms  and  private  dwellings  in  the  area,  lnvesti 
gabions  revealed  that  the  existing  water  supply  had  been  serioush. 
affected  by  open  cast  coal  works  nearby  and  action  had  already  beer 
taken  by  the  National  Coal  Board.  As  a result,  a scheme  was  puu 
forward  by  the  Ministry  of  Works  to  make  good  the  existing  water 
supply  and  to  pipe  it  to  the  various  cottages.  The  proposals  arr 
being  put  into  effect  and  good  progress  has  been  made. 

Low  Middleton  and  Low  Dinsdale. — A proposal  was  submitted  bp 
the  Darlington  Rural  District  Council  to  provide  a water  supply  tt 
approximately  36  houses  and  15  farms  in  this  area.  Although  the  cost 
in  relation  to  the  number  of  premises  to  be  served  appeared  to  be  high 
the  scheme  was  considered  necessary  and  approved. 

General  scheme  in  Sedgefield. — A scheme  was  prepared  by  th: 
Sedgefield  Rural  District  Council  to  take  a mains  water  supply  to  th! 
villages  of  Morden  and  Rushyford,  the  hamlets  of  Foxton,  Thorp 
Marches,  Butterwick,  Wynyard  Station,  and  Preston-le-Skerne,  als- 
to  a number  of  farms,  the  Ministry  authorised  the  immediate  coir’ 
mencement  of  this  scheme  on  which  work  is  now  in  progress. 


RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

On  1st  October,  1950,  the  Wear  & Tees  Rivers  Board  came  ini 
being.  All  rivers  pollution  prevention  duties  were  transferred  on  tha 
date  from  the  County  Council  to  the  Rivers  Board  and  the  Count 
Health  Inspector  was  automatically  transferred  to  the  staff  of  tl 
Board. 

During  the  first  nine  months  of  the  year  regular  sampling  ari 
inspection  of  watercourses  was  carried  out.  One  of  the  principal  caus- 
of  pollution  in  this  county  is  the  effluent  from  coal  washery  plants  ar 
by-product  works.  All  complaints  in  this  direction  have  been  unmet 
iately  investigated  and  the  matters  referred  to  the  officials  concerne 
The  National  Coal  Board  continue  to  make  genuine  efforts  to  deal  wit 
the  problem,  which  is  indeed  a difficult  one.  Pollution  from  sand  ar 
gravel  works  in  the  higher  reaches  of  the  main  rivers  continues  to  1 
another  problem  which  has  required  a great  deal  of  attention, 
most  cases,  the  firms  concerned  have  done  their  best  to  cope  wdth  tl 
pollution  ; this  also  has  proved  difficult,  but  the  work  already  carri<i 
out  has  effected  some  improvement  in  the  condition  of  the  rive, 
concerned. 

River  Wear. — The  river  was  in  spate  in  the  early  part  of  the  ye| 
and  flooding  was  caused  in  several  localities.  Complaints  were  receiv  : 
of  pollution  in  the  higher  reaches  owing  to  sand  and  gravel  work-; 
otherwise,  its  condition  wras  much  the  same.  Samples  taken  at  Witte" 
le-Wear  during  the  June  quarter  shpwed  excellent  results. 

River  Tees. — The  general  condition  of  this  river  has  been  satti 
factory,  although  pollution  has  been  reported  in  the  higher  read 
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from  various  workings.  During  the  early  part  of  the  year  severe 
discolouration  of  the  river  was  caused  by  the  tipping  of  building  debris 
near  Barnard  Castle,  on  the  Yorkshire  side  of  the  River.  The  Tees 
Fishery  Board  complained  of  this  and  were  advised  to  communicate 
with  the  North  Riding  County  Council.  Thousands  of  dead  fish  were 
found  when  investigations  were  made  into  a report  of  a serious  fish 
fatality  at  Barnard  Castle.  It  was  thought  to  be  due  to  a sudden  flush 
of  gas  liquor  from  the  local  gas  works.  The  Manager  did  not  admit 
this  and  no  conclusive  evidence  could  be  obtained,  but  it  was  under- 
stood that  the  Tees  Fishery  Board  was  to  institute  proceedings  against 
the  Regional  Gas  Board,  whose  officials  were  approached  to  ensure  that 
there  was  no  recurrence  of  pollution. 

River  Skerne. — The  condition  of  this  stream  wras  unchanged  during 
the  year,  the  principal  cause  of  pollution  being  from  collieries  and  by- 
product works,  although  sand  and  gravel  works  also  cause  a certain 
amount  of  trouble. 

River  Browney. — Inspections  at  various  collieries  and  by-product 
works  which  discharge  their  effluents  to  this  stream  show  that  the 
ponds  and  filters  have  been  well  maintained  and  the  condition  of 
the  river  is  maintained. 

River  Gaunless. — The  new  large  settling  pond  to  deal  with  the 
effluent  from  Randolph  Colliery  has,  been  completed  and  the  condition 
of  the  River  has  showm  an  improvement. 

Lumley  Burn. — This  burn  continues  to  be  severely  polluted  by  the 
effluent  from  the  Lambton  Colliery  coal  washery  plant.  Represent- 
ations were  made  to  the  National  Coal  Board  and  remedial  measures 
taken,  but  there  are  still  signs  of  pollution. 

Murton  Beck. — Gross  pollution  of  this  beck  was  observed  due  to  the 
effluent  from  the  coal  washery  plants  at  South  Hetton  and  Murton. 
Officials  of  the  National  Coal  Board  were  met  on  several  occasions  and 
it  was  finally  decided  to  construct  additional  settling  ponds  at  Murton 
and  at  South  Hetton. 

Shiney  Beck. — Although  further  large  settling  ponds  have  been 
built  at  Brancepeth  Gas  and  Coke  Works  to  deal  with  the  effluent, 
conditions  have  remained  bad,  and  the  attention  of  the  Manager  has, 
been  drawn  to  the  serious  pollution  of  this  beck. 

DRAINAGE,  SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

Several  complaints  of  pollution  due  to  the  effluent  from  sewage 
disposal  works  were  received  during  the  year  and  on  investigation  it  was 
found  that  most  of  these  complaints  were  due  to  old  and  obsolete 
works,  but  in  others  it  was  due  to  defective  maintenance.  In  all  cases 
when  the  officials  of  local  authorities  were  approached  on  the  matter, 
they  did  their  best  to  prevent  pollution  continuing.  Further  schemes 
are  in  progress  for  the  construction  of  new  sewage  works,  which  eventu- 
ally will  mean  the  abandonment  of  old  and  obsolete  works. 

New  Development  Area  at  Wrekenton. — Work  has  continued  on  the 
construction  of  the  surface  water  drain  and  storm  water  overflow  outfall 
sewer  which  is  to  run  near  Wallace  Village,  across  Learn  Lane,  and  to 
discharge  to  the  River  Don,  to  enable  development  of  this  site  for  the 
lew  housing  scheme. 
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Penicillin  Factory,  Barnard  Castle. — The  provision  of  a satis;: : 
factory  treatment  of  the  trade  waste  from  this  factory  has  caused  muc 
concern  to  the  interested  parties.  A scheme  was  agreed  bet  wee  . 
Messrs.  Glaxo  Laboratories  Ltd.,  the  Ministry  of  Health,  and  th 
Barnard  Castle  Urban  District  Council,  in  order  to  treat  a certain}! 
quantity  of  trade  waste  from  the  factory  at  the  Council’s  sewag 
disposal  works.  This  scheme  allowed  for  alterations  to  the  existin 
sewage  disposal  works  in  order  to  provide  a balanced  discharge  of  trad 
waste  and  to  circulate  the  sewage  through  the  works  a second  tim< 
It  was  ' considered  that  such  treatment  would  provide  an  effluerr 
sufficiently  purified  to  be  discharged  to  the  river  without  ill-effec  3 
and  a limited  quantity  of  8,000  gallons  was  to  be  so  treated  in  the  firs 
instance  in  the  nature  of  an  experiment. 


Greatham  Creek  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme. — A request  was  receive 
from  the  Billingham  Urban  District  Council  for  payment  of  a grar. 
towards  the  cost  of  this  scheme  and  it  was  approved  by  the  Count; 
Council.  These  works  are  now  in  operation,  enabling  the  old  works  s : 
Wolviston  J:o  be  abandoned.  There  is  now  no  pollution  of  the  nearb 
stream. 

Sawmill  Lane  Sewer  Scheme. — This  proposal,  submitted  by  th 
Brandon  Urban  District  Council,  provided  for  the  laying  of  sewers  fror 
the  new  development  area  at  Meadowfield,  down  Sawmill  Lane,  to  joi 
with  the  existing  trunk  sewer  at  Browney  Colliery.  Whilst  the  ne’ 
sewer  was  considered  necessary  for  the  development  of  this  arec 
it  was  reported  that  where  the  proposed  new  sewer  joins  the  existin 
one  at  Browney  Colliery,  an  existing  storm  water  overflow  was  causin 
pollution  of  a nearby  watercourse  owing  to  part  of  this  sewer  bein 
surcharged  due  to  subsidence.  The  scheme  was  approved  by  th 
County  Council,  subject  to  the  proviso  that  the  section  of  existin 
sewer  which  has  been  affected  by  subsidence  should  be  re-laid  in  orde 
to  prevent  pollution  of  the  watercourse.  On  consideration  by  th: 
Minister  of  Health,  a grant  was  refused,  as  the  Minister  was  unabl 
to  accept  the  area  as  being  a rural  locality. 

Chester  Moor  Sewage  Disposal  Works. — The  provision  of  a ne' 
trunk  sewer  to  by-pass  these  sewage  disposal  works  and  discharg; 
into  the  main  works  at  Chester-le-Street  has  been  completed  by  th 
Urban  District  Council,  enabling  the  old  works  at  Chester  Moor  to  t 
abandoned  and  obviating  the  pollution  previously  caused  to  nearb 
streams.

Flint  Mill  Sewage  Disposal  Works. — Complaints  were  receive 
with  respect  to  the  working  of  these  sewage  disposal  works.  The* 
were  found  to  be  due  to  the  storm  water  overflow  acting  premature! 
owing  to  severe  subsidence  in  the  sewer  line.  A scheme  to  remed 
this  has  been  prepared  by  the  Houghton-le-Spring  Urban  Distri( 
Council,  but  cannot  be  put  into  operation  until  final  settlement  of  tt 
ground  takes  place. 

Staindrop  Sewage  Disposal  W orks. — Satisfactory  progress  has  bee 
made  by  the  Barnard  Castle  Rural  District  Council  in  the  provision  < 
new  sewers  and  sewage  disposal  works  for  Staindrop. 

Middleton-in-T eesdale  Sewage  Disposal  Works. — Complaints  coi 
tinue  to  arise  regarding  these  works  and  while  temporary  remedi 
measures  are  in  operation,  the  only  permanent  solution  would  be  tl 
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y,  construction  of  the  new  works  provided  for  in  a scheme  prepared  by  the 
/ Rural  District  Council,  but  deferred  by  the  Ministry.  The  scheme 
k put  forward,  for  a new  sewage  disposal  works  at  Ingleton  to  replace 
rl;  the  existing  totally  inadequate  tanks  is  under  consideration. 

Whorlton  Sewage  Disposal  Works. — As  the  result  of  a complaint 
Ij  alleging  pollution  of  a stream  by  the  effluent  from  these  works,  partial 
& reconstruction  of  the  works  is  receiving  consideration  by  the  Rural 
C District  Council. 

Aycliffe  Sewage  Disposal  Works. — These  works,  built  during  the 
war  by  the  Ministry  of  Works,  have  been  taken  over  by  the  Darlington 
9 Rural  District  Council,  enabling  an  alternative  scheme  for  Aycliffe 
[\  Village  to  be  prepared.  This  scheme  provides  for  the  pumping  of 
a sewage  to  the  newly  acquired  disposal  works,  which  are  satisfactory, 
a as  previously  most  of  the  sewage  from  the  village  was  discharged 
m untreated  into  the  River  Skerne.  An  application  for  a grant  towards 
rf  this  scheme  was  considered  and  approved. 

Sunderland  Bridge  and  Croxdale  Sewage  Disposal  Works. — These 
R works  have  been  extensively  reconditioned  by  the  Rural  District 
o'  Council  and  are  working  satisfactorily,  enabling  the  old  Croxdale 
d works  to  be  abandoned,  thus  preventing  the  serious  pollution  which 
si  had  been  occurring  in  the  River  Wear  during  recent  years. 

Wellfield  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme. — This  scheme, 
R which  provides  for  sewage  from  Wellfield  being  pumped  into  the 
VVingate-to-the-Sea  sewer,  has  now  been  completed  by  the  Easington 
A Rural  District  Council. 

Wingate  Beck  Culvert. — The  construction  of  a culvert  for  part  of  the 
ro  course  of  the  Wingate  Beck  has  been  completed  and  has  remedied  the 
Dl  trouble  which  has  been  a source  of  complaint  for  many  years. 

Peterlee  Development  Corporation. — This  Corporation  intimated  it 
m was  their  intention  to  apply  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  an  Order 
n under  Section  (9)2  of  the  New  Towns  Act  regarding  sewerage  to  enable 
>.d  them  to  lay  and  administer  the  sewers  within  the  new  town  themselves, 
fj  After  consideration  it  was  agreed  that  subject  to  there  being  no  ob- 
M jection  from  the  Land  Drainage  point  of  view,  the  County  Council  be 
y)  recommended  to  offer  no  objection  to  the  application  to  the  Ministry  of 
Health. 

Consideration  is  being  given  by  the  Weardale  Rural  District 
o'  Council  to  the  construction  of  new  sewage  disposal  works  at  Wolsing- 
fij  ham,  Frosterley,  and  Stanhope,  and  to  meet  the  Ministry’s  requirements 
gj  as  to  whether  any  further  scheme  would  be  submitted  in  future, 
>i(  proposals  have  been  incorporated  in  a scheme  for  providing  sewerage 
, and  sewage  disposal  works  in  eight  villages  within  the  area,  where 
u such  schemes  are  urgently  required.
